That in 1871 tho public fnitli and hoiioi- of Canada 
wan plcdRod in the most Boli'Mili manner to IJrillsli 
Columbia "to aocuro tho oimuiicm'cuiL'nt, Hinmltiiiu'- 
ously, within two yearn fr.jiii thi; dutf of linloii.ol ll.o 
conbtructioii of a railway from tUu i'ucihc towardH 
thu lloeky MouutiluB and from Buch jini'd "h mlijht 
bo Holected Kaat of tho llocky Mountains towurila tho 
Pacitto. to connect tho uoaboard of i3rltlnU Oolumbia 
with tho railway Byatom of Canada: and, ftjtthor, to 
Bcciiro tho completion of Huch railway Within ton 
ycaia from the date of Uuiou." 
That owing to dWera causes the constructlnn of tho 



laid raliway was not commenced in Britlth Culuuibia 
or elsewhere at the tluie agreed upon. 

That in 1174 tho OoTcrnment of Canada applied for 
to IJrltlah Columbia and afterword BociiriHl and ac- 
cepted, thiontjh the intervimiiou and upon thii recom- 
mendation of Her Majealy'a Principal Hecretury ot 
Stato lor tho Colonics, an agreement for the relaia- 
llon of thellailway clausesof the torniB of l'ulou:aiid 
the public faith and honor of Cauuda now staml 
pledged to carry the said ai;recmont reKpectiag the 
said relaiatlon of tho Hallway ciauBO of the terms uf 
Union, forthwith In operation. 

Thai notwithstanding tho Public faitli and honor of 
Canada Btiud twice nolemuly pledged to couBtruct the 
said Railway and oommenco the actual construction 
thereof In British Columbia and olsowliere, ami ust- 
withstandlug nearly flvo years have passed uinco the 
date of Union, and nearly three yearn have elapsed 
from the date of which Canada agreed first (bat the 
actual conBtruction should bo commenoad, »nd near- 
ly eighteen months since she agreed the second time 
to connneuco the construetlon, yet tho Qovetnment 
have not, up to the present moment, commenced the 
actual uoustructlon of tbe said Batlway in the said 
Province. 

That, therefore, this House la of opinion tliat the 
Government flbould forthwith promptly comnu iicc 
and vigorously and continuously prosecute the work 
of the actual construction of the said Hallway within 
British Columbia in accordance with its Bole«iu pled- 
ges tc that Province. 

I may here note that previous to tho 
placing of this notice on .tjiie paper 
the Ministry had announced that all 
the papers concerning the Pacific 
Railway would be brought down in 
Committee of Supply and the Minis- 
terial pohcy in reference to that great 
work would at the same time be/ ex- 
plained. Indeedjit was inteiided that 
the whole question of Canadian Pacific 
Railway would bo exhaustively enter- 
ed into at that time, nud Tuesday, tho 
28th March, was tho day sot for the 
purpose. Now, with tho knowledge 
of this fact it would have occurred to 
any reasonable man t^a<i-^aoh a mo- 
tion as was presenfei oil the notice 
paper by DeCosmos would either have 
been dropped or allowed to stand 
ovor until Ministerial explanations bad 
been mado, and until the House was 
placed in full possession of the inten- 
tions and propositions of the Govern- 
ment. Now, what will the people of 
Victoria think when they are told that" 
just at the hour in which tho Premier 
was to have divulged the policy of tho 
Government, their member, Mr. Amor 
DeCosmos, in spite of strong ropro 
sentations made by every member 
from British Columbia, iusauoly in- 
sisted on preventing the House from 
going into Committee of Supply, in 
order that he might fire the gun ho 
had been charging for 10 days before! 
As the hour drew nigli in which tho 
great shot was to bo fired ^Ir. DeCos- 
mos, for reasons best known by him- 
self, but pretty well under.stood by 
others, undertook to elimiuato tho 
most important part from his resolu- 
tion, viz: that referring .to the non- 
fulfilment of the "Carnarvon Terms," 
and to the astonishment of every m an 
who took an interest in tho matter, 
altered his resolution so ns to read aa 
under, thus cutting out tho only por- 
tion of any value whatever, and ren- 
dering his state docutnent, the result 
of labor of ten days, not worth tlio 
paper he wasted in framing it. AVeli 
might Sir John charactorizo it as "il- 
logical." He might have added non- 
sensical. Lot me hero siiy that ut tlio 
last moment Mr. DeCosmos was abso- 
lutely implored by more than one 
member from JBritish Columbia not to 
precipitate a debate and court certain 
defeat on a question so vital to the 
interest of the province. His reply to 
this was — nnd I court tho ii.tontion of 
all Victoria, particularly the gentle- 
man's religiously-inclined supporters 
to it — "I will not xitthdraw it even if J. . . . 

C should ask it." Thia, then, is tho 

form in which his resolution was plac- 
ed before the House. 

Ur, DnCoimoa moved in amendment that the 
Speaker do not now leave tho Chair, but that it bo 
roBolved, that In 1871 the publio faith and honor wai 
pledged in a most Bolomn luauuer to llritlBh Colum- 
bia "to Becure tho conimenoement ■iniultuMiiiiuBly, 
within two years from tho date of Union, of the con- 
struction of a raliway from the Paclllc tfjwiirdu the 
Rocky Mountains, and from such points sb niiKlit bo 
selected oast of the Kocky MountainB towards Ihe 
I'aoifle, to connect the seaboard of British Co!\iiubla 
with the railway system of Canada; and f urthar to 
secure the completion of inch railway within ton 
years from the date of Union.- That owing to divers 
causes the oonslruollon of the said railway waa not 
commnnccd in British Culumblft or elsewhere at the 
time oRrecd upon. That, therefore, thii Housn is of 
the opinion that tho Oovcrnment should forthwith 
promptly commonco and vigorously and continnoiiH- 
ly prosecute the work of tho actual coiiBtrMction of 
the said railway within British O jlumbia, in accord 
ance with ita solemn pledges to that Province. 

Here, then, wo have the result of 10 
davB* labor and research of '"I ho only ahlu 
Representative which British Columbia has 
in the Commons." Alas; poor liritishCol 
umbia II It ia not neoesaary to refer to 
the gentleman's speech in opening tho 
dobatG,or to tho trash, utter trash, spok- 
en by the r.ink and file who aired their 
eloquence tit the expenoe of Ottt bleed-: 
iug Province. ' Mr.i Ounningham !of 
. litow-Westminster ma,dd ik 'iiwk^^Qr:- 
^wwd, wwsibJjj'Bpeedh'ofi the'oootfsKlni' 



deploring the want of union in the 
province and urging, nay, imploring, 
pleadingly aijpealing to DeCosmos 
not tb press his motion, but to hold it 
over, or withdraw it until the promis— , 
ed paper came down so that they 
could vote inteligently upon it. Mr. 
Cunningham was greetedrwith\a'rbund 
of applause from the whole House, 
showing how much he had the sym- 
pathies of the members on both bides. 

Mr. Roscoe also pointed out that it 
would have boon far hotter for the 
mover of the resolution to have refrain- 
ed from bringing it^ forward until ho 
had heard what the" Goveriiment had 
got to say about tho railway; that, 
moreover, ho would make a very groat 
mistake if ho forced it to a vote; be 
beggod hiiu strongly to withdraw his 
motion before division, as the result 
of a vote on this debate might possibly 
Ijo most disastrous to the interests of 
the Province. 

Mr. Dowtbioy folt severely tho conso- 
(juonco sure to follow if DoCosmoa refua- 
od to yield to the solioitotiona of his 
friends and withdraw tho motion. Long 
before tho debate came up ho doolurod 
hia opposition to any attempt on tho part 
of DeCoamoB or any one else to antioipato 
tho notion of Qovorntnout, and was in no 
wny b.iokward in declaring that tho result 
of such an endeavor on tho part of Do- 
Uosiuos mu.st result in disiiator. Ho did 
not nddroHs tho JIouho, preferring to re- 
Horve uuy lomark lie migUt have to offer 
until ho could deal with the matter in 
hiiud iutolligontly, which only could bo 
done after the Qovornmont had brought 
down the promised papers. 

The leaders of the Government were 
silent, listnning nppreoiatingly to tho re- 
iniirks being mado, evidently feeling thiit 
British Columbia Lad one man — a man 
uoro ahleKaA through hia excessivo vani- 
ty more willing to hurt tho Province, who 
was doing so more eileotaally than oould 
the veriest traitor alive. 

The leaders of the opposition and the 
more prominent of their followera were 
also quiet spectators of British Colum- 
bia's degradation at tho hands of "the

CoLtJMBiA IN THE CoMUONs" would bo Ut- 
terly futile. On DeCosmos the efToct waa 
something frightful; from soarlet to ash 
color, and from ash color to acarlet, the 
ojlor wont and came. Aa Sir John sat 
down ho (DeO.) attempted to addreas the 
Houso; but waa met by auoh a atorm of 
indignation that ho was compelled to sit 
down, and he never closed tho debate. 
Wonld that he might never be porinitted 
to open one again in behalf of onr snflfer- 
ing Province! 

As you will have already learned the 
motion was lost on a divinion of 151 to 5, 
tho ayes being, DeOoamoa, Wallace, Mc- 
Kiiy, Tnompaon, Wright and Bunstor. 
Thu defeat of this reaolutiou affirms tho 
priuoiple that "tho Government should 
KOT forthwith promptly oommenoe and 
carry on the work of oonstruotion of the 
Pacific Railway," and to-day the wirea are 
carrying to the ends of the eorth tho fact 
that tho Com oions of Canada, by a vote of 
151 to 5, refuse to construct the Canadian 
Paoitio Railway.

Sir .John Uacdonald had no doubt the kon. mem- 
ber who moved the motion was actuattd by the moat 
patriotic motlvoa, but he (Sir John) thought hf was 
unMlBe and waa not acting in tho interoit of his own 
Province or the cciiHtruclion of tho Canada Paclllc 
Itaihvay iu pressing the motion iu anieudin«nt to 
tliaijuoviug the UouHe jjinto Cunimittee of Supply. 
He agreed with tho ticeedingly Beusible remarks of 
the hen. Member for North Vork, that the construc- 
tion of the railway was no longer an open question. 
It was a portion of our constitution. British Oolum- 
bla coinpuBed part of the Dominion of Oasads, and 
thu agreement made with It could not bs Mt aside. 
Ili> was glud to find front the remarks of the hon. 
(jiMillenian that a Hense of that obligation eiinted with 
i vi ry iii' urier of th» HouBo, with a single exception 
— Uic h. 111. member for Hallfai. Boiuu hon. gentle- 
men sal . the road should not bo built if it nocessitat- 
i.l the uikIuu taiatlou of the people; but they rocog- 
iii/.f d it aB a uect^sxity; and if It wure not, as a matter 
of con!<titutional |>rincipl*, it must bo cenBtructcd.

( Mr. Fisher thought that the rule did 
not apply to his motion which only ad-

r Hon. Mr. Elliott thought tho matter

Hon. JUr. HuDjphreys deemed the mat- 
tey^rfectiy_iB^ ordigr; £f_ iutrpdiiosd in

bat here the question assumed another 
form inasmuch as this Hoiuse had no con- 
, .trol over tho collection, of Dominion

p Li yiBikiBm feared the l^st speaker 
^ miBaiideVst^od the position lie had taken. 
The motion advocated a change in the 
laws of trade which was a subject only to 
be oontoraplatod in Committee of the 
Whole. 

Mr. Fisher argued that the rule, which 
applied to a bill, need not and does not 
apply to ,a petition or an address. 

IfrV'Smitneljelioved the House had a 
right to pass the motion as it now standi. 
, Mr. Smith had alwajs advocated a mo- 
dification of the tariff and intended to 
support it now, no matter in what form 
it might oonie before tho House. 

Mr, DiJvie referred to the course pur- 
sued in ,the House last year and thought 
" "it bore btif the view taken by' Mr. Wal- 
kem. 

■ •• ' After further discusjion Mr. Speaker 

' Tuled the motion in order. 

Mr. Bosven opposed tho resolution on 

.• the grounds that it was net worded in a 
- planner which would enable any hou. 

' ineaiiber to ascertain, even if tho object 
of the adilress were attained, what the 
duty on a barrel of flour would be. (Oh! 

J oh!) In tho interests of the Province ho 

i would ask tho hon. mover to withdraw 
the resolution uutil such timo as tho 
House had to deal once more with tho 
Railway Question (Mr. Smith— No!) Ho 
regarded the resolution as an absurdity 

J" and woMld record his vote against it. 

Dr. Tolmio regretted that the last 

' Speaker was at his old work, hair split- 
ting (laughter). Matters of detail would 
of course bo for tho Soleot Committee to 
work up, and he failed to seotbo cogency 
of the arguments of tho Bouior member for 
Victoria. 

Mr. Walkem alluding to tlio discussion 
of 1872 on the Tariff, referred to the fact 
that ho had voted for tho Canadian Tariff 
, in aocordanoo with his pledges to his con- 

• Btituency, nnder the then existing im- 
pression that no modification of tho tariff 
could bo obtained. Victoria City had ro- 

; turned representatives similarly jdedged 
becauso the people looked on the cou- 
atruction of tho Bailway at that time as a 
matter soon to be oonsnmmated, and that 
' consequently this Province would be 
placed on an oven footing with eastern 
ProviucoB. Now, however, tho matter 
was diflorent. llailway construction ap- 
peared to bo mythical, and owing to our 
insolated goographicol position tho exist- 
■ ing tariff did,. and ho said so with all ro- 
. . ' R^dliwbrk' har^by and sotnewhat unfairly 
i"- to the Province. But with regard to the 
resolution of the hon. mover, taking tho 
J' real substance of it, its only cllbct would 
bo to forward an address to Ottawa. If 
the Doniiuion Government a:isented to 
tbo prayer it would bo the duty ot this 
' ■ house to frame and pass a bill statfug the 
« alterotioas of the Tariff, and it vould bo 

neoeBsary to so frame that bill as to avoid 

,. any infringomont on tlio Tariff of Eastern 
I Provinces. Ho hoped to h<!o agricultural 
impleuxonts admitted froo; liis own oou- 
ftituenoy would benefit by it, but ho did 
not advocate their cause on any narrow 
principle. He hoped that a tariff could 
.'v'De: framed "whioh would beneflt'all and do 
away with much which now operated 
harshly. 

Mr. Smitho would remind tho Iloufio 
^ of the increase in the Canadian TariiT 
^'^ftim 2y, and in some iustuaoos to 5 per 
"■"cent. Ho did not agroo with the senior 
' ' ni§jiJ)er fqr, Cariboo that we would have 




than wo pay at iirosont. He believed' 
the dilTereuce would rnt her prove to be in 
our favor. Ho submitted that with the old 
tariff back protection might bo afforded 
to farmers who now had to contest with 
American produocgrs wji6segrain,&o.,&o., 
was admitted free of duty, while on the 
other band farmers Wre heavily taxed 
for everything they had to buy. a? afli 

Dr. Asb'said all that could be done' 
would bo to ask the Dominion Govern- 
ment to prepare a measuro for tho next 
meeting of the Ottawa House. 

Capt. Evans thought tho discussion of 
tho matter was not as had boon stated a 
waste of the time of the House. Ho was 
opposed to taxation of one oUiaa ioipartioh-! 
lar for the benefit bf'another, and be did 
not, whilst desirous of soeiug tbo agri- 
cultural interest prosper, wish to encour- 
age that prosperity at tho cost of his or 
any other constituency. 

Mr. Mara thought it advisable to sub- 
mjt the question at some future date to 
committee of the wholo, when a compara- 
tive statement might be introduced by a 
select oommittoo. Ho was not prepared 
to support d, ro-imi5osition of the old 
British Columbia Tariff without modifica- 
tion, and he was not prepared to voto on 
tho question in the dark. 

Mr. Armstrong would ask tho hon. 
mover to withdraw his resolutionas he was 
not well informed on the subject and did 
not \fiah to vote unless intelligently. 

My. t^illiams would like to have the 
matter thoroughly ventilated in oom- 
mittoo before voting. He was anxious to 
support the motion. 

Mr. Fisher replied intimating that 
sevoral hon. members had placed a wrong 
construction on his resolution. Ho 
ridiculed the arguments of the senior 
momber for Yietoria Oily ■ and' oould 
scarcely believe tbot the school master 
had so neglected that reuowned statesman. 
He (Mr. Fishor) had warned tho ])0oplo 
on tho adoption of tho Canadian Tariff 
inasmuch as it was impossible to tell from 
one day to another what that tariff might 
be. All his reaolation desired to ascer- 
tain was whether the Dominion Qovern- 
ment would permit the Province to have 
back the old British Columbia Tariff, and 
if they assented thero was nothing to com- 
pel the Province to adhere to it; tho 
Canadian Tariff might still bo adhered to. 
He did not seek to benefit any one class 
at the expanse of another as bad boon 
submitted by some members, nor had ho 
stated that be desired the select bdminittoo 
to alter tho tariff on any one or two arti- 
cles in particular. He failed to ba con- 
vinced by any argument offered as yet 
and would respectfully decline to with- 
draw his resolution. 

Mr. Speaker hero deolared the debate 
closed. 

Mr. Beaven objected and asked Mr. 
Speaker to quote the authority for his 
ruling. 

Mr. Speaker referred to rule 17 of 
Standing Orders. 

Mr. Beaven saw nothing in that rule to 
sustain the ruling. 

Mr. Speaker said it was perfectly clear 
on the point. 

The resolution was then put ond car- 
ried, and the Speaker decided that notice 
must be given of the names to bo includ- 
ed in the Select Committee.

Mr. Humphreys — Yes; tho sum of 
S600 was paid to Mr. Amor DeCosmos on 
the 20th of October, 1875, as oopimission 
for borrowing tho sum of $30,000 from 
Sir James Douglas? 

Mr. 'Vowell — Was that sum paid -under 
a warrant as provided by the Statute. 

A roar of voices from tho Opposition 
objected to the question, and 

Mr. Vowell then gave notice of a ques- 
tion to same purport. 

Cabinet. 

Mr. Fisher asked — Have tho present 
Ministry, directly or indirectly, offered a 
portfolio or a seat in tho proRout cabinet 
to tho senior member for Cariboo, Mr. 
Walkem ? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— No such oflfer has 
been ma^e to Mr. Walkem. ' • 

INSUIiANOE. 

Mr ^ Fisher asked the following ques- 
tion: — Has any insurance been effected 
on tho thirty thousand dollars'^ 'Worth of 
cemont warehoused in Esquimalt? 

Hou. I\Ir. Vernon — An insnrauoe was 
not effected by the late Qovemmant, nor 
has any been effected by the'presenf Gov- 
ernment. 

FOUEIGN COMPANIES BILL. 

Mr. D&vio moved the second reading of 
this Bill, the principle of \)rhiah is to 
enable legal proceedings to bo taken 
agr.inst 'oreigu companies doing business 
within tho Pioviuco. In case th^a opm- 
pauy do not keep oijen an ofHoe, 'Bervice 
of writ on Registrar or Deputy Registrar 
shall bo considered good and sufficient 
service. * . , 

Mr. Walkem seconded the Bill. It plac- 
ed foreign companies on a similar footing 
with private companies. 

Tho Bill was committed, Mr. Gallagher 
in tho Chair. 

The Bill was. reported complete with 
amendments. 

JtJROHS BILL. 

Mr. Davie moved the second reading of 
the Jurors Bill. The hon. mover stated 
that at tho present timo no legal right of 
pre-emptory challenge existed. This was 
a great hardship. Gases had occurred 
where a brother or father of one of the 
parties to a suit woa on tho jury. The 
Bill gives power at Victoria, Nanainio, 
Now WostmiuBtor aud Itichflold to oaoh 
side to challougo any six of tho jurors 
drawn to servo on the trial of tho cause.
